CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE. 


¡ X X V IIIth SESSION—TWENTY-SECOND DAY. 
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Conn of Flflb m í J Stmts, Sacramento. 


Sacramento, January 28,1889. 
The Senate m et at 11 a . m.. President pro texn. 
Stephen M. W hile in the chair. 
Roll called, and all present except Senators 
Bowers, M urphy, 
Dargle, Ham ill, Heacock 
L ang’ord. Spellscy and W illiam s. 
Prayer by the Chaplain, Rev. A. C. Bane. 
The journal ot Friday last was read and ap­ 
proved. 
F urther leave of absence was granted Senator 
Dargie. 
Leave of absence was also granted Mr. Hin- 
sbaw. 
REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 
Mr. Mofhtt, from the Com m ittee on Finance, 
reported back favorably, w ith am endm ents, 
Senate Bill No 388. relative to the Slate Board 
ol E xam iners, and lavorably Senate Bill No. 310. 
Alsc, from th e Com m ittee on City, City and 
County and Township Governm ents, lavorably 
Senate Bill No. 148. 


FEERl.E-M IN D EIi CHILDREN. 
Mr. Brieeland, from a m ajority of the Com­ 
m ittee on Hospitals m ade the following re p o rt. 
Mr. President: Your Com m ittee on state Hos­ 
pitals, to whom was granted leave of absence to 
visit the institutions receiving State aid, w ithin 
the county of Santa Clara, respectfully report 
th at they visited the “California Home for the 
Care and T raining of Feeble-Miuded 
bildren.” 
We find the Home in excellent condition, and 
the m anagem ent of the sam e under the control 
of Dr. Osborn, an accom plished and capable ex­ 
pert in this class of abnonnals, assisted by Mrs. 
Osborn, in the capacity of m atron. 
We cannot 
speak too highly of those who have the daily 
care of these children. The health of the in­ 
m ates during the past two years was exception- 
dly good -o n ly four deaths out of the whole 
num ber, from 73 to lz5. One of said deaths w a3 
by drow ning. This tells most favorably for the 
sanitary conditions of the location of the Home. 
Fifty-one acres ol land belongs to the Home. 
These acres are am ple to peim it such toys 
u u d trth e care of the Home us m ay be of suit­ 
able age and strength to cultivate.’ thereby as­ 
sisting in the support of tt. e institution. To the 
end th at the sewage of the Home m ay be more 
com plete, we were inform ed th a t the town of 
Santa 
Clara 
offers 
to 
allow 
or 
perm it 
the 
Home 
to 
connect 
any 
s-.-wer 
that 
m ay 
be 
constructed 
w th 
the 
sewage 
system of Santa Clara, w hich connection can 
be m ade at a com paratively sm all cost, and 
w hen so connected the Home w ill have am ple 
sewerage outlet. 
We, therefore, recom m end 
the connection. The Home is located near the 
tow n of Santa Clara, convenient to two rail­ 
roads. m aking it easy of access from any part of 
the State. 
The present crowded state ot the 
Home and th e num erous applications from all 
parts o f the State requires additional rooms. 
The com m ittee recom m ends the aDpropriatiou 
of *25,000 for the erection of two detached 
fram e buildings, two stories in height, for ad­ 
ditional accom m odation. 
Also, an appropria­ 
tion am ple to m eet all w ants for the ensuing 
t» o years. 
The com m ittee also visited th e Insane Asv- 
lum (for chronic insane) loeat;d at Agnew, 
Santa Clara county. We found the building 
very substantial and well arranged lor the pur­ 
pose designed. On account of the crow ded con­ 
dition ot th at part of the building com pleted, 
w e earnestly urge th at the whole building be 
speedily com pleted and such other im prove­ 
m ents required. 
Your com m kbe also visited the Home of 
Benevolenc-, located in th e city of San Jose. 
T his Home is one of the best m anaged institu­ 
tions receiving Suite aid. 
Dormitories, dining 
rooms, kitchen, etc., were evidence of care, 
cleanliness and economy. The very com petent 
M atron, M rs. 
, in her control 
of the institution, exhibited rem arkable execu­ 
tive ability, and deserves decided com m enda­ 
tion. We, the com m ittee, recom m end the usual 
appropriation lor said Home. 
Your commi lee returned to San Francisco 
on Sunday. 
The com m ittee divined into two 
divisions, senators Mead a:id Byrnes visited 
tbe Sail Rafael Orphan Asylum, Marin county: 
Senators Bowers. Dixon and Brieeland, w ith the 
clerk, visited the Hebrew Orphan Asylum at 
San Francisco. 
Reports on condition of the 
above nam ed institutions reeeivb g State aid, bv 
said com m ittees, being very- favorable, it is 
recom m ended th at the usual Slate appro],n a ­ 
tions be m ade. 
This report was signed by Senators Brieeland, 
Bowers, Dixon and Crandall. 
Senators Mead, Roth and Byrnes presented 
the ioilowiug report : 
Mr. President: Y’otir Com m ittee on Ilostitals 
having visited and carefully exam ined the 
Home for the Care and T raining of F eeble­ 
Minded Children oi the State of California, to­ 
gether with all its surroundings, are com pelled 
to differ from the m ajority of the com m ittee in 
reference to the advisability of rem oving the 
institution from its p resent'loentiOD, and offer 
the following m inority report. 
The m inority of 
the com m ittee think there are almost insuper­ 
able objections to tire present location, as well 
as reasons based upon economy and sound busi­ 
ness p rin cip les: 
1. The am ount of land connected w ith the in­ 
stitution is insufficient for carrying on th e objects 
and purposes lor w hich it was established. 
We 
believe th a t at least 200 Reres of land is dcccs- 
sary in order to give proper em ploym ent to the 
inm ates, m any of them being able to do consid­ 
erable work, which we believe to he a benefit to 
the inm ates physically and m entally, also finan­ 
cially to the State. 
2. W ater being one, if not the most im portaut 
thing to be considered, we believe that there 
are in m any places in this Sta c, « h ere it would 
be proper to locate an institution o! this charac­ 
ter. good w ater rights to be ob'uined a - a nom ­ 
inal cos:. The present lim ited am ount is pro­ 
cured at large expense by m eans ot pum ping 
w ith steam pow er and w hen a proper system ot 
sewerage is construct -d it w ill require more 
w ater tn au can bo obtained ior properly Hush­ 
ing th e sam e ano for general use of the home. 
.-. th e drainage sys.em w ill also be of a very 
interior character and will be of necessity con­ 
nected w ith th e sewerage system ol the city of 
Santa Clara, and this we disapprove, at least 
until there is an agreem ent entered into betw een 
th e city and the sta te 
Both repor » were m ade the special order for 
W ednesday, im m ediately after the rea ling of 
the jo u r. al.

By Mr. M esny—Au Act to add a new section 
to the IVnal Code, relative to the prohibition 
and prevention ol the use of all at ids h i d solu­ 
tion of acids iu the m anufacture ol herm etri- 
eally scaled tin cans and for canning puriioscs. 
Com m ittee on Hospitals. 
Also, an Act am endatory ot an Act to provide 
for the governm ent of irrigation districts, etc. 
ConmiiUee on Irrigation and W ater Rights. 
By Mr. Jones—An Act to add an additional 
section to the Civil Code, relating to as-ign 
m ents for the benefit ol creditors. Judiciary 
Committee. 
By Mr. Moffitt—An Act to provide for the pur­ 
chase of statuary to be placed in the rotunda of 
the ¡-tale Capitol, and to appropriate money 
therefore. Com m ittee on Public. Buildings. 
Also, an Act loainend Section 632 of the Penal 
Code, relatiug to the preservation of fish and 
gam e. Com m ittee on Fish and Game. 
Abo, an Act to am end Section 636 o f the Penal 
Code, relative to fish and game. Com m ittee on 
Fish au 1 Game. 
Also an Act to am end an Act to regulate the 
vocation ot fishing and to provide therefrom 
revenue for the restoration and preservation of 
fish in the w aters ot th e State ot California. 
Corcm .ttee on Fish and Game. 
Also, an Act to prevent the taking and killing 
of salmon in Cache Creek slough, iu Solano 
county. Com m ittee on Fish and flame. 
A.so, an Act to authorize the Board ot Fish 
Commissioners of this State to d-cide the size 
saluiuu. shad and other fish must attain to be 
considered m ature fish. Committee on Fish 
and Game. 
Also, au Act to authorize the Board of Fish 
Comm ssioners to dispose of the steam launch 
“ Governor Stonem an, and to replace it bv two 
sm all lavats, to be used as patrol boats. Com­ 
m ittee on Fish and Game. 
A ls o , an Act to create a Commission and ap­ 
propriate funds for m aintaining au exhibition of 
C alifornia products in th e city of London, Eng­ 
land. 
Finance Committee. [Appropriates *250.- 
W>. Provides that the Governor shall appoint 
the Commission.) 
Also, an Act am cuding Section 634, relating to 
fish and game. Committee on Fish and Gaino. 
Mr. C am ineui desired to introduce a concur­ 
rent resolution in relation to the acceptance on 
the part of the Io-gislature of California ol an 
appropriation granted by a law of Congress. 
. The President pro tern, ruled the resolution 
out of order, and stated th a t he intended to en­ 
force the rules and stick to the order of busi­ 
ness unless overruled by th e senate. 


BILLS ON T H ItR PASSIGE. 
ScD*te Bill No. 63—An Act to am end an Act to 
establish and support a Bureau of Labor Sta­ 
tistics, by Mr. M urpbv, was read a third tim e 
and passed by a vote of 23 aves to 2 nocs. 
Senate Bill No. 27—Au Act to provide for tne 
im provem ent oi tbe State Capitol grounds, lo­ 
cated at Sacram ento, and to appropriate m oney 
therefor, bv Mr. Dray, was taken up on its uas. 
sage. 
Mr. Dray moved th at the bill bo referred to a 
com m ittee of one, consisting of Senator Cami­ 
nen;, to am end iu ■ ertaiu particulars. 
The 
bill was then ordered reprinted. 
Senate Bill No. 106—An Act to provide lor the 
safety of peivons against danger from m achin­ 
ery. elevators, and neglect of i,roper safeguards, 
by Mr. Pindei, was read a third tim e. 
Mr. Greedy spoke against the pass-ge of the 
bill on the ground th a t it was of that class of 
S p e c ia l legislation w hich si cks to regulate bv 
law every kind of private business. It was also 
a m ultiplication ot State offices 
Mr. B ritt said that the bill did not create any 
new offices 
Mr. Crandall denounced tbe bill as vicious in 
its character. It gave th e I-abor Commissioner 
power to control every m anufacturing estab­ 
lishm ent in the state. It also m ade a m an re­ 
sponsible for th e act of an em ploye. Tnere 


were various other objections to the bill and he 
trusted it would not pass. 
T he author ol the bill bring absent, Mr. 
Greely said he was willing to allow it to go over 
until he was present. 
M r. Britt said th at the bill m ight as well be 
disposed of at this lim e as well as anv other. 
Mr. Campbell m oved to strike out tbe enact­ 
ing clause of the bill, and spoke earnestly in 
favor of his m otion. The bill was crude and 
im proper. It would close down every laciorv 
in the State it it was enforced. 
He bad been 
iorty years in m achine shops and boiler shops, 
and knew w hereof h e spoke. It gave the Com­ 
m issioner the power to shut up auy factory in 
th e State. He was as m uch interested in" the 
w elfare of the laboring classes us any Senator, 
but this bill was not in th eir interest.’ The w ar 
betw een capital and labor had been iostered bv 
just such legislation as this. 
Mr. B ritt defended the bill and claim ed that 
it was a good bill. 
The motion prevailed and tbe bill was killed 
by a vole of 22 ayes to 5 uoes. 
Mr. W hite explained th at he voted 'aye,'' be­ 
cause tbe bill sought to confer on the Labor 
Com m i-siouer the power, w ithout bearing or 
legal trial, to condem n and therebv destroy 
property, and m ake it crim inal to decline obe­ 
dience to tbe order of such Commissioner, who 
is not required to have auy technical or other 
knowledge of the subject upon w hich he is 
called upon to give final judgm ent. 
Senate Bill No. 28—An Act to add a new sec­ 
tion to the Fenal Code, to be know n as Section 
-— , relative to hotels, inns, restaurauis, board­ 
ing-houses and lodging-houses, by Mr. Dray, 
was read a third tim e and passed. 
^Senate Bill No. 67—An Act to am end Section 
266 ol the Penal Code, by providing for the pun­ 
ishm ent of seduction accom panied by false rep­ 
resentations and pretenses. or o.her 'fraudulent 
m eans, by Mr. White, was read a third tim e and 
passed. 
MESSAGES FROM T H E GOVERNOR. 
Messages were received from the Governor 
transm uting to the Senate th e inform ation re­ 
quested by resolution ol January 16ih, relative 
to the cost of text books; also, announcing tiie 
w ithdraw al of the nam e ot E. F. Delger as a Di­ 
rector of the California Hospital tor the Chronic 
Insane, a-; his resignation had been filed w ith 
th e Governor, and his appointm ent of B. Koch, 
ol Sauta Clara county, in place of sa d De ger. 


SECOND READING OF F IL E . 
Assembly Bill No. 4—An Act to am end Sec­ 
tions 3,6, s and 12 oi an Act to create and es­ 
tablish a sta le Board of H orticulture, and a]» 
propriate m oney lor the expenses thereof, and 
to add five new sections te said Act, to be known 
as Sections 14,15,36, 17 and 18, and to repeal 
Scc.ious 7 and 9 of s»id Aet. and to appropriate 
money for the uses ot th e State Boaiu of H orti­ 
culture, by Mr. storke, was taken up for second 
reading. 
The am endm ents r f the Com m i'tee on Agri­ 
culture, equalizing the salaries c l the Secretary 
-and Assistant Secretary of the Board, m aking 
them each *175 per m onth, were adopted. 
Mr. Y'ell m oved to am end by striking out sec­ 
tion 2 oi the bill. 
Mr. De Long opposed the am endm ent, and 
said th at it woulu destroy th e bill. 
Mr. Y ell said be could see no necessity for a 
clerk w hen the Commission already had a sec 
retan- aud an assistant. 
H r lie Loug insisted th a t the bill did not pro­ 
vide ior auy new officer. 
Tbe am endm ent was lost. 
Several other com m ittee am endm ents were 
adopted. 
Mr. Y'ell move to am end Section 5 so as to 
strike out tne provision allowing the clerk »50. 
The am endm ent was lost bv a vole of 12 aves 
to 13 noes. 
Mr. Cam iuetti m oved to strike out Section 10, 
providing for experim ents iu different parts of 
th e sta te and for travcliug expenses 
Mr. DeLoug said that th e Commissioners had 
asked to be perm itted to m ake these experi­ 
m ents aud so long as they kept w ithiu their ap­ 
propriation. he thought they ought to be al­ 
lowed the privilege. 
The am endm ent was lost and the com m ittee 
am endm ent to the section adopied. 
Mr. Cam iuetti moved to am end so as to give 
the Commissioners *10,003 for experim ents in ­ 
stead of *1,060. 
He claim ed that it experim ents 
w ere to be m ade *1,600 would not Ire enough to 
do auy good. 
1 lie am endm ent was lost. 
The bill w as then passed on th e file until to­ 
m orrow to give au opportunity to have the title 
am ended to conform to the bodv of th e bill. 
Senate Bill No. 103— An A c t'to provide for 
w alk and drivew ay in the State Capitol grounds, 
aud to appropriate money therefor, bv Mr. Dray, 
wa«, on motion of the author, place’at the foot 
of the second r. ailing tile. 
Senate Bill No. 49—An Act to appropriate 
m oney to pay the ciaim of N P. Perine fur 
luruisbing granite and statuary for the Napa 
State Asylum lor th e Insane, and for labor per­ 
formed ou said asylum under w ritten contract 
by Mr. McDonald, was passed on the file, the 
Assembly having passed an identical bill. 
¡senate Bill No. 98—Au Act to am end section 
2194 of the Political Code, relating to the office 
oi sta te L ibrarian, by Mr. Fraser, was passed on 
the file. 
Senate Bill No. 68—A n Aet to am end tbe 
Penal Code, by adding two new sections, num ­ 
bered. respectively, i68 and 269, relating to the 
punishm ent of seduction accom plished and liad 
under prom ise of m arriage, aud relating to the 
effect et the m arriage o f the parties conrcrned 
alter the commissi..n o f th e offVnse, bv Mr. 
W hite was read a sCcond tim e and ordered en- 
gro-sed. 
Senate Bill No. 69—An Aet to nrnend Section 
1116 of the Penal Code, by adding to saul section 
a clause requiring the evidence of the fem ale 
seduced to be corroborated iu all cases arising 
or prosecuted under the provisions o f section 
26s ot said ( ode. by Mr W hile, was read a sec­ 
ond tim e and ordered engrossed.

It provides th a t if any railroad com­ 
pany shall refuse or neglect to oonvev any 
m ails upon any train upon which the Postmas­ 
ter-General m ay require such service, or w ill­ 
fully refuse to obey any law respecting the 
transportation of the mails, it shall be liabie to 
a penalty not exceeding *1,000 for each day in 
w hich such refusal or neglect shall be per­ 
sisted III. 
The Postm aster-General w ill to-morrow com ­ 
m unicate to the com m ittee his views upon the 
proposed horizontal reduction oi com pensation 
to railroads for carrying m ails.

OBJECTIONS ANSWERED. 


Criticising the Fedeiated Trades’ elec­ 
tion law bill, the San Francisco A lta asks 
if the elimination of outside tickets does 
not discourage the attendance of citizens at 
th e polls, and adds: 
instead of encouraging 11 return to the vol 
unteer., i'ti wholesome vigila tice, does not this 
law take a long step further from it. by leaving 
the voter cutliely in the hands of election offi­ 
Cers who represent the party in uower? 
Vv e think not, but frankly confess that 
the hill would approach a much higher 
standard of excellence if it provided some 
means for the choosing of the officersof the 
polling booths other than now provided. 
Our contemporary fears, and not without 
cause, that election Boards under the new 
system will be furnished with fine opj>or- 
tunities for fraud; hut they cannot lie 
broader, or the facilities for defeating the 
will of the voter greater, than at present. 
The proposed law will not, therefore, in 
t:, : respect be retrogressive. On the eon- 
tr:-rv, it will be impossible under it for the 
election officials to drop into the box bun­ 
dles of tickets as they now do, since they 
ca mot have prepared tickets to match the 
stubs, if the officers issuing the hallot- 
books are at all wise in preparing them, 
except upon the assumption of collusion 
between that official and the Election 
Board, which is of course possible. 
But 
et ca that possibility can lie so remotely 
removed as to be no dangerous factor, by 
providing such device for the ballots that 
counterfeiting it will he very difficult and 
improbable; or by such indorsement from 
ami across the stub to and upon the ballots 
by the signatures of the election officers

Boulanger’s victory was not unexpected.

The very classes which on Sunday com­ 
mingled and went to the polls, touching 
elbows as they kept step to “ Boulanger’* 
March," will be ready at the first oppor­ 
tunity to clutch each other by the throat. 
Anarchists, Communists, Royalists, Bour­ 
bons and imperialists were for once en­ 
gaged in a common cause, the more easily 
to contend among themselves if the com­ 
mon obstacle to their ambitions is re­ 
moved. 
It is possible that President 
Carnot will accept the resignation of the 
Ministry, but it is improbable that he 
V il call upon Boulanger to form a new 
Cabinet. The General will resign tkc 
seat to which he was elected on Sunday 
and retain that for the Department of the 
2\ord, and we think he will lie permitted 
to sit out his term, and that he will not, 
as he undoubtedly expects, be favored 
with a “ call.” 
Ivor do we think that 
Sunday’s election points to Boulanger as 
the leader of France. lie does not posses* 
the qualities of a true leader; he has jier- 
soual magnetism, but that is all. He lacks 
woefully in brainy quality; he is not a 


good jiolitical seer; lie is not invested 
with the dignity that leadership must 
w. ar. 
He is a nervous, intellectually ordi- 
din.iry, hesitating and ambitious man. He 
is a good soldier, doubtless, but it is rare, 
indeed, that the good soldier in France 
makes a superior Executive. 
President 
Carnot is of better tindier than Boulanger; 
be will not scuttle the ship to oblige the 
Mustering warrior, but will, if we read 
the past course of the man aright, keep a 
firm and steady hold ujKin the helm until 
the fall election, by which time the allied 
malcontents will have fallen apart and the 
K- publicans will have been able to heal 
their internal dissensions and once more 
present a united front and cast an over­ 
whelming majority.

CITY T R U S rE E S . 


N o M ore S tr eet R a ilw a y s for S a cra m en to 
—S tr eet Im p ro v em en ts. 
Robert T. D evlin, attorney for the E lec­ 
tric Railway Company, appeared before the 
Board of City Trustees yesterday morning 
and remonstrated against the restrictions 
placed upon '.he proposed road by the 
Trustees. 
He was of the opinion that if 
the Board insisted upon dem anding bonds, 
street-railroad building, for the present at 
least, was at an end in Sacramento. 
T he Electric Company said they had or­ 
dered rail for their double track on J street. 
T he Trusties, however, did not seem in ­ 
clined to give any more franchises at pres­ 
ent, and the matter of new lines was laid 
over. 
R. S. Carey, of the City Railway Com­ 
pany, asked for a charter on Fifteenth 
street, from K to H , connecting two lines 
now in operation by his company. 
Tliis was relused unless guarantee bonds 
were given. 
T he proprietors of both lines of street 
railway denounce the action of the Board, 
saying that they ask more than any other 
city in the Union, and are really handi­ 
capping city im provem ents. 
A petition was received asking the Board 
to rescind the order recently passed to have 
Twelfth street improved from B to H . 
As 
the petitioners represent 2,233 feet of prop­ 
erty, the proposed street work is killed, as 
only 1 021 front feet o f property was neces­ 
sary to remonstrate. 
É. H . W illiam s, Chief Engineer of the 
W ater Works, reported that 18,879,000 gal­ 
lons of water were pum ped for the week 
ending January 27th. 
The H olly pump 
was run 155 hours and the Stevens pump 
fourteen hours. 
John H ughes was awarded a contract to 
im prove Twenty-third street, from O to Y, 
by grading and’ graveling. 
In his bid he 
agreed to do the scraping for tw elve cents 
per cubic yard, and twenty-four cents for 
hauling. 
H e will charge $28 per thousand 
feet for lumber.

T he City Board of Education m et last 
evening, all the members present. 
On W ednesday last tbe members of the 
Board, w ith the

Davis, went out on a tour of inspection and 
visited every school building in the city. 
The janitors evidently did not know they 
were com ing or they would have cleaned 
up the premises and had them at least 
half way presentable.

the condition of som e o f the premises is 
frightful and one or two ought to attract

Officer. 
Thirteenth and G is in a state of filth. The 
jaritor gets $48 per m onth. 
Tenth and 
Q 
is 
no 
better 
and 
the 
walls 
of 
the rooms don’t look as if they had been 
dusted for a year. 
The janitor of this 
building draws down $60 per m onth. 
Six­ 
teenth and N looks as though the janitor 
did not get around once a week although 
a regular m onthly salary of $36 is paid. 
The party that 
pretends to 
draw $30 
a m onth for keeping the house in order at 
Twenty-fourth and N at $30 per m onth 
does not seem to try to keep things look­ 
ing neat. 
A t Seventh and G the janitor is 
paid $48 for doing nothing; at least it 
would seem so, as one of the Directors re­ 
marked that the rooms looked positively 
unhealthy. 
A t Twenty-seventh and 
J 
there are only two rooms, but it would 
seem that the $15 per month is inadequate 
from the fact that the work is not done. 
The janitor at Sixteenth and J gets $102 per 
m onth, but his outbuildings they 
say 
“ sm ell to the heavens.” 
Of all the build­ 
ings but three are reported in good condi­ 
tion so far as cleanliness is concerned, and 
they are Fourth and Q. W illiam Goddard; 
Tenth and P, James Patterson, and the 
H igh School, Mrs. Otis.

JULIA POCK MAN. 


D ea th o l a W om au W ho H ad L ived an 
E ven tfu l L ife. 
Yesterday there died in this city a woman 
of considerable notoriety—one that had 
tasted m any of the pleasures o f life and 
whose last few years were steeped with the 
dregs o f 
misery. 
Julia W illiam s was 
born on the Cosnmnes, in this county, 
som e thirty years ago, had honest and hon­ 
orable parents, was well educated, and at 
the age of 20, when she was led to the altar 
by a man by the nam e of Pockman, she 
was held in high esteem by all w ho knew 
her. 
Her husband kepta saloon at Florin; 
ihe young bride was thrown amongst the 
dregs ol the saloon, the life was distasteful, 
her husband often beat her, and on more 
than one occasion she left bim and went 
back to her parents. 
Finally, becoming 
desperate, she lied to this city, and, as a 
natural consequence, was not choice of her 
companionship. 
One morning, som e nine 
years ago, her husband broke into her 
room, in a lodging-house upstairs opposite 
the 
Western 
H otel, 
and 
attacked her 
with 
a knife, inflicting severe wounds 
in 
her 
back 
and 
anus. 
She 
got 
hold of a pistol, fired one shot, and he 
tumbled down the stairway a corpse. 
She 
was tried for murder and acquitted. From 
that day she never returned to her parents 
but lived a life of sham e. 
However, she 
was always looked upon as a kind-hearted 
and generous woman of her kind, and 
many a poor family have been assisted by 
her ever open purse when she saw an 
object ot charity. 
Abont a year ago she 
contracted a severe cold, it turned into tbe 
quick consumption and yesterday she died 
hom eless and friendless. 
About tw o years 
ago her father was kicked by a horse’ and 
killed. 
About a year ago her mother was 
leading the same animal to water when 
she became entangled in the rope and was 
dragged to death.

J u d g e B e a tty R ep lie s to M r, G erb er—T h e 
M issing C oupons F o u n d . 
E d s. R e c o rd -U n io n : On M onday, the 
22d, there appeared in your paper an article 
subscribed by W . E. Gerber, w hich I think 
requires som e notice at m y hands. 
H e 
sa y s: “ I beg to refer you to the accompan 
ing opinion of m y attorney, which clearly 
shows that I am legally liable for the pay­ 
m ent w hen demanded of all those coupons 
which formed the basis of the recent litiga­ 
tion against the city, and w hich covers all 
but about $13,000 of the am ount now in the 
sinking and interest fund.” 
The coupons 
that formed the basis of the recent litiga­ 
tion against the city amounted to just $34, 
836. 
Mr. Gerber says he had on hand at 
the date o f his com munication, $70.000 in 
that fund. 
H ow does he m ake $13,000 the 
difference between $70.000 and $34.836? 
According to the old-fashioned arithm etic 
I learned at school, the difference would 
be $35,164. 
But a m istake, or a m isstaie- 
m ent, of $22,000 is a sm all matter for Mr. 
Gerber w hen he wants to frame an excuse 
for holding on to other people’s m oney. 
Mr. Gerber says the intim ation that he 
is withholding any portion o f this m onev 
to pay coupons of 1861 is utterly u n ­ 
founded. 
Nobody has ever intim ated any­ 
thing of the kind. 
H e has avowedly bten 
holding this m oney bark to m eet old 
coupous which will tall due each year from 
1865 to 1878, and which have never been 
presented for paym ent, with the exception 
of $34.836, which were presented by Davis 
in 1877, and possibly what coupons Davis 
bolds of the 1878. 
My intim ation or plain statem ent about 
the 18G1 coupons was that Mr. Gerber bad 
just as good a right and as plausible a pre­ 
text for holding back $72,000 more m oney 
w hen it comes into the sinking and in ­ 
terest fund next spring, as he had at this 
tim e for holding back the m oney under 
pretext of m eeting the old coupons of 1865 
to 1873, which were clearly and beyond 
question barred by the statute of lim ita­ 
tions, and so old there was no probability 
of their ever being presented, except, per­ 
haps, one or two coupons at a tim e for the 
next twenty years. 
And I had the best 
reason for believing that he did intend to 
hold back this m oney under this sham pre­ 
tense. 
W hen I told him that I had discovered 
that a large number of the 1861 coupons 
were not pasted in the coupon-book, but 
that, in m y opinion, they m ust have been 
nearly 
all 
paid 
the year 
they 
lell 
due, 
and 
cautioned 
him 
not 
to 
pay 
aDy 
of 
these 
coupons 
if 
presented, he 
replied, in the most em ­ 
phatic manner, “You don’t know whether 
they have been paid or not, neither do I, 
and if these coupons are presented I will 
pay them as soon as any other coupons.” 
Of course, I knew that Mr. Gerber never 
intended to pay these coupons, after hav­ 
ing bis attention called to the fact that 
they were already paid ; but it was evident 
to m y tuind 
he was m aking up a sham 
pretense for the purpose of holding back 
the money that would come into the sink­ 
ing and interest fund in the spring. 
Aud it is a significant fact that Mr. 
Gerber does not even m w disclaim any in ­ 
tention of holding back this $72,000 if he 
is re-elected and gets hold of it iu the spring. 
H e says he is not now holdine any money 
back for this purpose. 
H e could not very- 
well bold back the m oney until he gets it. 
H e also says, substantially, I won’t pay 
these coupons if presented. 
I am perfectly 
aware of that Mr. Gerber. 
But you have 
not said that you will not hold back the 
money next spring under the pretext that 
as these conpons areoutstanding you might 
be liable for them , and therefore you must 
keep this m oney to protect yourself aud 
bondsmen. 
The opinion of Messrs. Taylor 
and H oll (gentlemen for whom I have the 
highest respect and whose opinions are 
entitled to public confidence), is founded 
on 
a 
statem ent 
of 
facts 
which 
is 
far 
different 
from 
the 
true 
facts 
involved 
in 
our 
controversy, 
and 
as well calculated to blind the public to the 
true questions involved. 
Some things are 
stated in the case submitted to them that 
are very far from the truth. 
Other facts, 
that would throw a very different light od 
the subject, are omitted" 
Under this state 
of things, that opinion is made to appar­ 
ently justify Mr. Gerber to a certain e x ­ 
tent. 
Still, even the opinion, as it is, and 
as Mr. Gerber him self interprets it, show s 
that he has all the past season been h old­ 
ing about $1,300, or, in truth, as his state­ 
ment made to m e shows, $14.360 to meet 
the old coupons from 1865 to 1875, which 
he had no right to do. 
But I think it right 
to make som e explanations about this case 
and the manner of its subm ission, so the 
people can know how far it sustains Mr. 
Gerber in his very remarkable management 
of ibe sinking and interest fund. 
There is one very remarkable circum ­ 
stance about this opinion. 
H e asks Taylor 
& H oll, in substance, “ Ought I to pay'the 
Fund Commissioners their coupons of 1880 
or bold back the $70,000 I have to pay prior 
claim s, and protect m yself and sureties 
from liability to the older claim ants.” 
The 
insinuation here is that the Fund Com m is­ 
sioners, or at least m yself as one of the 
Fund Commissioners, have been pressing 
Mr. Gerber for the payment of our 1880 
coupons. 
There is no foundation whatever 
for that insinuation. 
I have been pressing 
Mr. Gerber ever since last May for the pay­ 
ment of the 1879coupons, which we were en­ 
titled to even under the opinion of Taylor & 
H oll. 
I w ill here explain that we’ were 
not entitled to all the 1879 at one tim e, nor 
did we ask for them all at once. 
But we 
were entitled to them from tim e to time, a 
great deal faster than we got them . 
W e 
only succeeded iu getting the last of our 
1879 coupons since the publication of Tav- 
lor Sí H oil’s opinion. 
In July last Mr. Hausmelster made a 
demand on the Treasurer that he should 
pay him a lot o f coupons, am ounting to 
about $(3,000, for the years 1881-2-3, etc.. 
and on Mr. Gerber's refusal to pay, brought 
suit. 
Judge H oll was em ployed to answer 
the complaint, and Mr. Gerber requested 
me to consult with him about the proper 
answer to put in. 
In that consultation it 
was agreed that it would put Mr. Gerber in 
a better position to defend if he paid to our 
Commission a part of the 1879 coupous, 
which we had before that tim e been in vain 
trying to get him to pay, and then that we 
should m ake a personal demand on him 
for tbe payment of tbe balance of our '79 
coupons, and also for the whole o f the 1880 
coupons. 
Mr. Gerber consented to this ar­ 
rangement. 
H e took up som e $20,000 on 
one of our ’79 coupons, aud we then made 
a formal demand on him for abont $5,700 
of 1879 coupons aud about $65,000 of 18S0 
conpons. 
I claim ed that we were entitled 
to the $5.700, but explained to Mr. Gerber 
that, in my opinion, we had no right to a 
dollar of the 1880 coupons; but I believed 
our demand would put us ahead of Haus- 
meister in any order he m ight get abroad 
paying his 1881-2-3 coupons. 
Mr. Gerber knew when he put tbe ques­ 
tion to Taylor & H oll. whether he could 
safely pay us the 1880 coupons, that we 
were not asking him to pay them and did 
not intend to ask him to pay them until 
other m oney was received inti) tbe fund. 
There is another very remarkable thing 
about this supposititious case o f Mr. Ger­ 
ber's, as he states it to Messrs. Taylor A H oll. 
H e tells them he has about $70,000 in the 
sinking and interest fund. 
At the tim e he 
made that statement to Messrs. Taylor A 
Holl 
he 
had nearly $90,000 
in 
that 
fund.

made the statement to Tayior A H oll and 
last Saturday. 
One week's incom e from 
the 19th to the 26th was iust $1,129 10. 
T his would leave in Mr. Gerber's hands 
just $89.516 90, which he must have had 
when he stated his case to Taylor A H oll 
unless be made that statement before the 
receipts of Saturday, the 19th, came into 
his hands. 
If he stated his case before the 
19th then he had som e $88,000 in his 
hands. 
But this is a sm all inaccuracy for Mr. 
Gerber. 
In stating the controversy be­ 
tween him self and m yself abont the pay­ 
m ent of conpons be only made a mistake 
of one year—that is. 1S80 instead of 1879, 
in stating the amount o f coupoos which 
formed the basis of tbe Davis suit against 
the city he only made a m istake of abont 
$22.000; in statin g the am onnt of m oney 
he had on hand he only made a m istake of 
$18.000 or $19,090. And ail these m istakes 
accidentally happened to be on one side.

P. 8.—For the beneSt of Mr. Gerber, let 
me say that since the foregoing article was 
written I have unearthed the $72.166 m iss­ 
ing coupons o f 1861, and in due tim e 
w ill have them pasted in his coupon- 
book, if he don’t interfere in som e way 
to prevent it. 
So in the future he will 
not have to hold back any m oney to pay 
them, nor need he lose any sleep on ac 
count of unfortunate suits earned by his 
paying to tbe Fund Commissioners the 
m oney that belongs to them .

M ore A cts o l V io len ce—N ew Y ork Cars 
to Stop T h is M orning. 
New York, January 28th.—In the seventy-four 
hours since the inauguration of the street-rar 
strike, in Brooklyn, no attempt has been made 
by the company to run ears. The fact is unpre­ 
cedented iu the anna's of strikes aud tie-ups ou 
the surface roads iu New York or Brooklyn. 
The scene this morning was very threaten­ 
ing. If an attempt is made during’ the day on 
the part of the company to slat t a ear, or em ­ 
ploy new men about the stables iu any capacity, 
bloodshed w ill probably 
follow. 
Numerous 
minor conflicts are reported. 


T E E STR IK E SPREADS TO NEW YORK. 
New York. January I8th.—There is nochauge 
in the Brooklyn street-car strike. There were 
some acts ot vio euce by the strikers to-night, 
but n ooue was seriously injured. The Thir­ 
teenth Regiment is held in readiuess to sup­ 
press riots. 
The Knights of Labor have o-der.d all the 
surface Hues of this ci'y tied up at 4 o'clock 
to-morrow morning, iu sympathy with the 
Brooklyn men. 
All the police reserves are 
ready tor any emergency. 


A P.IOT IN TH E STREETS. 
At 4 o'clock this afternoon two patrol wagons, 
carrying thirteen policemen and eight new em ­ 
ployes of the street car comnany, started lroni 
the stables on Atlantic, near Third, with twenty 
mounted policemen as an escort. A large crow d 
iu the street began to howl aud swear, and soon 
began throwing itoues at the officers and new 
men. Finally the pro ession was halted on 
Twenty-tliird street, near the 
Fifth-avenue 
stables’ of the company, several thousand angry 
men blocking the way. 
From the streets, windows and house-tops 
clubs and brickbats were showered upon the 
policemen and irembliug employes. A charge 
by the policemen was ordered, and the mounted 
officers advanced like cavalry. 
Heavy club 
work was done, and at 5 o’clock the employes 
that were being transferred were safely lodged 
in the stables. 
Many rioters were struck by Ihe clubs, and 
several policemen were hit by flying missiles, 
but nobody—so far as know n—was seriously in­ 
jured. 
Strong details of police guard the stables and 
patrol the line of roads. They had no trouble 
after the row described above, and no arrests 
were made, tu t a riot is exfiected to-morrow 
when the company starts up its cars. 


TH E STRIK ERS' DEMANDS. 
The company to-day issued a statement to the 
public, giving the demands of the strikers, 
showing their unfairness aud the inability of 
the road to comply. 
Among other things, the 
strikers demand that the company pay for six 
trips what it previously paid for seven, involv­ 
ing £.'¡1,000 extra expenses, without any iucrease 
ot service.

How- th e A la sk a n Isla n d s W ere A llow ed 
to b e R ob b ed o f Seals. 
Indianapolis, January 28th.—The receipt here 
to day of the evidence’ given before the Con­ 
gressional committee investigating the Govern­ 
ment alluirs at the Seal Ikiands, Alaska, cre­ 
ated considerable comment iu certain circles 
that have taken a live interest in tlie investiga­ 
tion— particularly the statement of Captain 
Shepard, of the revenue eutter Rush. 
A significant feature of his testimony is the 
statement that iu the season of 1888 he made no 
seizures, because oi confidential instructions 
from the Secretary of the Treasuary not to in­ 
terfere with illegal sealers. He testifies that 
these marauders must have taken in 1888 be­ 
tween 20,000 and 26,000 skins. 
Thomas F. Ryan, of this city. ex-Treasury 
Agent of the Seal Islands, nud accounted as 
among the best authorities on seal fishing, in an 
interview this evening said: ’’CaptuinShepftrcYs 
report is positively startling. 
It shows clearly 
that our possessions in the Seal Islands have been 
robbed by the direct or indirect connivance of 
some one high in authority. 
I am thorotighly 
lamilmr with the whole question, and do 
not hesitate to charge that gigantic fraud 
on the Government is being 
covered 
up. 
The 26.CC0 skins which Shepard swears he 
knows 
were 
taken 
last year 
by pirates 
sailing under the British (lag would bring, at 
Victoria or San Francisco, £150,000. For the 
privilege of committing ihis theft unmolested, 
the pirates could afford to pay a good round 
sum, and I am interested to learn who got the 
h i iuey. 
1 am watching to see whether the 
committee dare probe this steal to the bottom 
and trace the briDe money that surely passed.” 
Captain Shepard testified that under his in­ 
structions from the Treasury Department he 
could not seize the pirates, atthough he found 
them engaged in unlawful work.

Indianapolis, January 28th.—interest in the 
groat Moore defalcation continues unaba ed. 
The enrreut report now has it that the shortage 
will reach six figures, aud that nothing short ot 
a m illion will cover the hole made iu the sur­ 
plus of the Connecticut Mutual Insurance Com­ 
pany. The insurance company’s representative 
now cere, however, absolutely denies this, and 
asserts that the shortage will not run a particle 
above the first announcement. 
All sorts of startling rumors about Moore are 
constantly in circulation, but there is little 
foundation for them. He remains quietly at 
his home, and it now seems probable that he 
will not be arrested. 
It is even staled that the 
company will not enter into legal proceedings 
against him. 
He has turned over all his avail­ 
able property to recoup their losses, as far as 
possible, though this represents only about 
$100.000. 
A FINANCIAL MYSTERY. 
Financial authorities here arc at a loss to sat- 
isfacioriiy explain the

Moore's 
method of embezzlement through such a long 
period as it was carried. It transpires that 
Mooro has looked to his family's welfare by 
placing a heavy insurance on his life. He is 
carrying not less than $85.010 in personal poli­ 
cies. which cannot be seized l>y his creditors.
